The amount of consideration 
which they. were permitted is 
contained in the notice sent th2m 
which is headed ‘‘Additional by- 
laws." What other by-laws 
there may be for the government 
of their action they were not in- 
formed. But the document 
forwarded by mail and headed 
as above mentioned sets forth 
a minimum scale of wages, 
fixes the number of hours of work, 
and generally assumes such 
control of the printing business 
as to placethe ironically so called 
‘‘masters” in their proper places 
as jackals for the International 
Typograhical Union lion. The 
secretary of the I. T. U. accom- 
panied the scale of prices and 
announcement of hours of labor 
with a statement that these had 
been adopted by the Union on 
Jan. 7th, that they would come 
into force on Jan. 24th and that 
contracts would be presented for 
the signatures of the ‘‘masters”’ 
on Jan.17th. The letter conclu- 
ded: —‘*‘Our scale committee will 
be pleased to meet a committee 
of the master printers at any 
time previous to that date.” 

lt was probably outside the 
calculations of the members of 
the union that they would be 
permitted to do on the 14th what 
the, had practically announced 
their intention of doing on the 
iz7th unless the ‘‘masters” on 
that date signed away any con- 
trol that they had so far retained 
of their own offices. But it is 
not correct to say they had not a 
moment’s notice. They had 
notice the whole of Saturday 
afternoon with their cheques in 
their pockets, as compared with 
the two heurs notice they had 
given the Bulletin manager on 
the previous Monday.

not avail themselves of the dis- 
tinguished privilege accorded 
them by the International Typ- 
ographical Union No. 604 of a 
meeting with the scale com- 
mittee ofthe F. T. U. The de- 
mands made were such as could 
not be conceded, and were made 
in sucha way as to preclude 
discussion except as a prelimin- 
ary to concession. 

The information given out in 
the third paragraph of the mani- 
festo regarding the Bulletin fore- 
man is not of interest to the 
general public, but is placed in 
type for the information of the 
I. T. U., so that the foreman 
shall in due course be made to 
suffer for his sin of remaining at 
work when there was no reason 
from any point of view that he 
should do otherwise, except from 
that of the I. T. U. which ap- 
parently has a rooted objection 
toa man honestly earning his 
wages or faithfully serving the 
interests of his employer. The 
foreman’s application to join the 
union has not been accepted. It 
remains in abeyance for a month 
and the acceptance is made by 
the head centre of the union in 
Chicago. The Bulletin is now 
authoratively informed that if at 
the end of a month the applica- 
tion had not been accepted the 
the union would then have de- 
manded the discharge of the 
fareman or would have walked 
out without notice as they threat- 
ened on Monday the gth. 

A newspaper is a most intricate 
piece of mechanism, requiring 
expert assistance in every stage 
of its production. The members 
of the I. T. U. traded on this 
fact in their hold-up of Monday 
the oth and in this subsequent 
demands, Because of this fact the 
newspaper managers were Care- 
ful not to offend the high and 
mighty union or knowingly 
transgress any of its numerous | 
by laws. When the Bulletin staff; 
threatened te go out they meant 
to tie up the business, and when 
they were discharged it naturally 
meant 2 very serious and costly

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reatrangement which it will take| 
a considerable time to complete, 

and which it will be their busi- 
ness toprevent if possible. Every- 
string that the International 

Typographical Union in ali its 
branches can pull willbe pulled 

to prevent the Bulletin from se- 
curing further competent  assis- 
tance. Under the most favorable} 
circumstances, this would take: 
time and meney, and with the! 
strength of the union throughout | 
the continent of North America, 
wherever the printing trade 

flourishes persistently and scien- 

tifically used against the Bulletin 

in its effort to secure such further 

assistance, makes the taskdoubly 

difficult. Aithough a tie-up has 

been averted the paper will be 

issued under serious disadvan- 

tages for some time to come. 

The Bulletin has fought the 

battles of the people of this city 

and district for many years, and 

now when it is engaged in a life 

and death struggle for its own 

independence and existence it 

has confidence that the people 

will stand by it.
